The schools and 
other institutions are functioning efficiently, according to Vietnamese 

' gtandards. The Ho Chi Minh Goverment piastre interchanges readily with 
the piastre of the Bank of Indochina at the rate of six Ho plastres for one 
of the Bank of Indochina. . 
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
